None 
of the striking employes returned to 
work, and most of them were busy dur 
ing the day influencing union and non- 
union men on the other lines to quit work 
In this reapecf the strikers were partially 
successful,, but they made no Inroads or 


- the running of the Putnam avenue cars 
This line is practically intact, not more 
than half a dozen of its employes being 
affiliated with the strikers. 


The Coney Island Railroad company 


reaped a rich harvest on all of its lines 
during the day. The Franklin avenue, 
Smith and Jay streets, Hamilton avenue 
and De Kalb avenue lines were running 
o-i full time and carried a great number 
of passengers throughout the day ana 
night. The Coney Island company lived 
up to its agreement with the employes, 
and consequently its business was not 
interfered with in the slightest. 


Of all the lines in the traction system 


the Flatbush avenue and a newly opened 
Brighton beach route were the most 
seriously affected during the day. The 
regular schedule on the Flatbush avenue 
and Brighton beach roads calls for Si 
cars, .but only six of these were success- 
fully worked. On the Nostrand avenue 
line and Bergen beach 76 cars are daily 
sent out. Yesterday only eight vehicles 
were manipulated and most of these did 
not cover the entire route. Tompkins 
avenue was very much neglected, only 
two cars passing over the entire line dur- 
ing the day. 


President Rossiter. accompanied by 


Seth L. Keeney, visited the barn on the 
Flatbush avenue line during the after- 
noon. The strikers were there to a man, 
and when the railroad magnates drove 
up in a coupe the strikers adjourned to 
a nearby hall and held a meeting, to 
which they invited Messrs. Rossiter and 
Keeney. Speeches were made on both 
sides, but towards the close of the meet- 
ing President Rossiter told the men that 
they could come back to work at 6 o'clock, 
but he assured .them that the company 
would not concede any of their Demands 
and expressed himself as believing that 
the strikers had no grievances to back 
up their action. "There is no strike not 
cause for it," said Mr. Rossiten "You 
lie, you lie," came from 500 throats in an- 
swer to this assertion, and it looked for 
a time as if serious trouble would ensue. 
Fortunately wiser heads governed the 
more active striU«rs and no damage was 
done to either of the representatives of 
the company.

Early In the afternoon small sized 


boulders and stumps of trees were 
thrown on the Flatbush avenue tracks, 
tout all these obstructions were removed 
In. time'to allow the limited nupiber of 
cars to make their scheduled trips. Con- 
siderable difficulty was experienced on 
the Nostrand avenue and cross-town 
lines, but no' serious mishap7 occurred. 
All the cars were manned by two or more 
policemen, and the presence of the offi- 
cers on board the cars prevented, in a 
great measure, any outbreak on the part 
of the strikers or their sympathizers.

Big Increase Through Purchase 


and Capture From Spain.

~Daught and tue Sine Dewey Cap- 
tured \rf Now In Serviceable Con- 
dition—Three Tag* and a Steam 
Barge Also Added to the Fleet. 
The navy department at Washington 


has obtained by telegraph from Manila 
a complete list of the Spanish vessels? 
purchased by Major General Otis from 
the Spanish government and turned 
over to the navy. With the addition of 
these vessels, all of which draw little 
water, Rear Admiral Watson will have 
a sufficient number of light draft craft 
to police the Philippine 
archipelago 


and to operate against the Insurgents 
in the numerous lagoons and rivers of 
the island of Luzon. As early as last 
December Admiral Dewey requested 
the navy department to send him a 
number of 
light draft gunboats. 
A 


month later the admiral cabled an 
urgent request for vessels of that char- 
acter, but the department was unable 
to send him more than half a dozen. 
As the admiral continued to importune 
the department on the subject, it was 
decided to fit up some of the converted 
yachts used in the war with Spain, but 
on the advice of the chief constructor 
this determination was abandoned. 


After the Uittle of. Manila Bay all 


the Spanish gunboats that have been 
engaged in policing the Philippines 
concentrated at Zamboango, in the is- 
land of Mindanao, and remained there 
until recently, when they were bought 
for the United States by General Otis. 
Just prior to their departure 
from 


Zamboango for Manila these gunboats 
were raided by insurgents, who took 
from them a number of guns which 
were used against the Spanish gar- 
rison defending that place. Otherwise, 
however, the vessels were left un- 
touched, and General Otis has cabled 
that half a dozen of them were in ex- 
cellent condition for service when de- 
livered at Manila. 


According to the telegraphic reports 


received at the navy department, the 
vessels purchased are 13 in number, 
12 gunboats and 1 torpedo boat. The 
gunboats are the Calamianes, Mari- 
veles, Bulusan, Pampanga, Paragua, 
Samar. Albay, Manileno, Panay, Vas- 
co, Urdaneta and Guardoqui. The! tor- 
pedo boat is the Barcelo. In addition 
to these th« fleet in the Philippines has 
been increased, by purchase or capture, 
by the tugs Rapido, Sureste and Petre- 
lita, the steam launch lona and the 
steam barge Ondina. With nine ves- 
sels now in serviceable condition, cap- 
tured by Dewey, the fleet in the Phil- 
ippines is sufficiently large for all presk 
int purposes. These nine vessels are 
the Don Juan of Austria, the Isla de 
Cuba, the Isla de Luzon, the Manila, 
El Cano, Callao, Leyte, Mindoro and 
Mindanao. 
Most of these are gun- 


boats of light draft. The Don Juan, 
Cuba and the Luzon have been repair- 
ed and put in1 first class condition at 
Hongkong, says the New York Sun. 


The best of the 13 vessels purchased 


are the sister ships Bulusan, Pam- 
panga, "Paragua and Samar. They are 
steel gunboats of 8 feet 2 inches mean 
draft, built in 1895. Each is 114 feet 
0 Inches long, 135 tons displacement, is 
credited with a speed of ten knots and 
has a single screw. The armament of 
each consists of one 3.5'' inch Sontor 
Hontoria breechloadihg rifle, one 2.7 
Inch Hontoria breechloader and two 
machine guns. 
These are the only 


purchased vessels constructed of steel, 
the others being of wood or iron. The 
largest of these new American war- 
ships is the Albay. 
She is built of 


wood, has two screws, displaces 251 
tons and has a speed of nine knots. 
Her armament consists of one 3.5 inch' 
Hontoria breechloader, one 3 pounder 
breechloader and two machine guns. 
This vessel was recently engaged in 
operations against the insurgents in 
the island of Luzon. The Vasco and 
Urdaneta are tiny gunboats of only 28 
tons displacement each. They are sis- 
ters, built in 1883 and 1884. 
They are 


constructed of iron, and each has a 
single screw, is 60 feet long, draws 3 
feet 10 inches mean and can make 
only seven knots an hour. Each has a 
battery of one 2.9 - inch Hontoria 
breechloading rifle : anemone machine 
gun. 


The oldest of" tile purchased gun- 


boats, is the Maaileno, built in 1877. 
She has a wooden hull, is'' driven by 
one screw, is creditsd with nine knots 
speed, displaces 142-tons arrd is armed 
with three S.5 inch Hontoria breech- 
loading rifles. 
The Calamianes was 


built in 1886. She is of iron, has two 
screws, is 91 feet- 9- inches long,- 6 feet 
6 inches mean -draft and displaces 151 
tons.

A. C. Jackson Proposes to Use Ships, 


Rclndcr and Telephone Line.

the Manila censorship joined in by all 
the American newspaper correspond- 
ents in the Philippines is the most dis- 
tiubing message that has come from 
the seal of rebellion. The opinion of 
General Otis, often repeated by cable 
to this country, that the icbcllion was 


ia band ana the ccbel army, surely,.

taken in connection 


with the fact that peace seems as far 
away as ever, had given rise to serious 
doubt concerning General Otis' grasp 
of the situation and to many It has ap- 
peared that the general through the 
press censorship was suppressing the 
real state of affairs, keeping the Amer- 
ican people in ignorance. These doubts 
have grown until demand has bien 
made, by great newspapers at least, 
that President McKinley take the Phil- 
lipine command out of the hands of 
General Otis. On top of this state of 
feeling comes the "round robia" of the 
correspondents, itself censured and re- 
fused 
transmission by 
cable 
from 


Manila and reaching the United States 
by way of Hong Kong to which place 
it was sent from Manila by steamer. 
To be brief, this "round robin," which 
was published in yesterday's Transcript 
and reprinted today, accuses General 
Otis of wholesale suppression of im- 
portant facts, which newspaper men 
intended sending to the United States, 
and also of sending ultra-optimistic 
official reports to the war department, 
which the situation in the islands did 
mt warrant.

Creelman has just reached London 
from Manila. His cable fully supports

The "round robin" and Mr. Creelman's 
cable has produced a profound sensa- 
tion in Washington and London, even, 
seems to have been aroused by it. Its 
allegations are most serious and opin- 
ion on the foundation for them is cer- 
tainly divided. It must not be over- 
looked in considering the protest of the 
correspondents that the route, by way 
of Hong Kong, was open to the news- 
paper men to send important facts to 
which the cable was forbidden as well 
as to send the censured "round robin" 
itself. It is not conceivable that facts 
having tremendous import could be 
systematically kept hidden in the office 
of the press censor or at General Otis' 
headquarters while steamers run from 
Manila to Hong Kong where there is 
an uncensored cable. 
If such facts 


have been kept the correspondents were 
not doing their duty to their journals 
nor to the people, and they have been 
very tardy in arousing themselves to 
their responsibilities. Again it must be 
noticed that no example of suppressed 
important fact comes with the "round 
robin" 
to substantiate its 
claims. 


Calmly and carefully; examined it will 
appear that the difference between 
General Otis and the correspondents is 
a difference of opinion. The corres- 
pondents held one opinion of the situ- 
ation and General Otis another and 
the general censored the dispatches to 
agree with his opinion. We do not 
mean to say that facts have not been 
withheld, but we believe that unbiased 
examination of all the circumstances 
now revealed leave the impression that 
the facts withheld were not of a very 
important or illuminating size 
and 


character. Conservative people, we be- 
lieve, will hold this view of the case 
until proof to overthrow it is forth- 
coming. 
So far the 
correspondents 


have done no more than make sweep- 
ing allegations in general terms. They 
have not made out a case. 


It will be noticed that the war and 


ne.vy departments claim that they have 
given to the people all the information 
they possessed about the Philippine 
matter. This being true if the Ameri- 
can people have not full information 
relative to the Luzon rebellion, General 
Otis is wholly responsible. We are, 
then, to face allegations that make 
General Otis a deceiver of the adminis- 
tration as well as an autocratic censor 
of Nthe press and deceiver of the people. 
This deduction is of great importance 
and seems to warrant whatever investi- 


•ationi is necessary to determine its 
truth or falsity. 
The administration 


must be sure of its men at the front, 
and, not only must it be> sure of them, 
but it must do that which is necessary 
tii maintain public confidence in them. 
This being neglected, distaster to the ad- 
ministration and serious injury to the 
country are inevitable. 


They want us now to annex Liberia, 


a country having an American presi- 
dent anrl governed by Americans, a 
second Hawaii as it were. They'll have 
to form in lino and wait their turn. 


Secretary of the colonies Chamber- 


lain asked the Transvaal government to 
Fubmit to him a draft of the proposed 
franchise conerssions for the making 
of friendly suggestions thereon before 
if. was submitted to the volksrad. The 
Transvaal government refused and the 
gap between England and the South 
African republic \\idened. 


Major-General Suafter is approach- 


ing the age of retirement. A few days 
ago it was rumored that Merriam was 
likely to succeed him in command of 
his department. Now it is said that 
President McKinley would like to re- 
ward him for his Santiago service by 
having congress vote him the rank and 
pay of lieutenant-general. Probably 
the fulfilment of neither of these would 
be popular or very just. Shatter has 
as much that is objectionable as he has 
of that which ia commendable hanging 
to him from his Cuban campaign. Mer- 
riam'H work in Idaho hna not 
been 


placed fully enough before the public 
so that certain unpleasant accusations 
jnay bfc proved unfounded.

Troubles of Cabinet Officer* 


Secretary Alger is far from being the 


first cabinet officer who has found his 
position embarrassing. 
Jefferson, in 


his diary, referring to the controver- 
sies between him^if, as secretary of 
state in the cabinet of President Wash- 
ington, and Alexander Hamilton, as 
secretary of the treasury, remarked that 
"we were pitted against each other like 
two fighting cocks." 
This condition 


soon constrained Jefferson to resign, 
and Hamilton did not remain long after 
him. Some of the scenes between the 
first President Adams on the one side 
and Timothy Pickering. Secretary of 
state, Oliver Wolcott. secretary of the 
treasury, and James McHenry, sec- 
retary of war, on the other, one of 
which is given to the world in a letter 
by 
MeHenry, 
were picturesque in 


their tempestuousness, and led to the 
retirement of all three of them. 


Everybody remembers the story of 


how Jackson, in 1S32, said he would 
hang 
Calhoun, then vice-prepideit, 


higher than Haman, if South Carolina's 
nullification in that year carried her 
into rebellion. There were several men 
in Jackson's cabinet around the same 
time for whom Jackson, for a much 
smaller offense than Calhoun's, had 
about the same sort of feeling. One of 
these was William J. Duane secretary 
of the treasury, who refused to obey 
Jackson's request to remove the gov- 
ernment deposits out of the United 
States bank, which Jackson was fight- 
ing at that time, and who was himself 
removed by Jackson in consequence. 
Other were Samuel J. Ingham, an 
earlier secretary of the treasury than 
Duane; John Branch, secretary of the 
navy, and John McP. Berrien, attorney- 
general. The wives of these three, like 
Calhoun's wife, refused to "recognize" 
Mrs. Eaton, the wife of the secretary of 
war, who was a particularly close 
friend of Jackson's. 


Martin Van Buren, the secretary of 


state, had no wife—he was a widower— 
and consequently was free to extend 
social attentions to Mrs. Eaton, which 
he did with his accustomed grace and 
delicacy, and thus won the everlasting 
friendship of Jackson. He was sub- 
stituted for Calhoun as Jackson's poli- 
tical heir, and went to the presidency 
on Jackson's 
retirement. 
Ingham, 


Branch, and Berrien were sent out of 
the cabinet and went over to the Whigs. 
The affair got into politics for the time, 
and the democratic party was shaken 
to its centre. This epigoofe, which was 
one of the mos-t absurd "incidents" in 
American politics, was caNfd by the 
wags of the day the "Pegg\ O'Neill 
war," O'Neill having been Mrs. Baton's 
maiden name. 


All of president Tyler's cabinet ex- 


cept the secretary 
of state, Daniel 


Webster, resigned in 1841 because Tyler, 
as they said, "betrayed his party" by 
his refusal to sign the bill to restore 
the United States bank, which Jackson 
had killed. The accusation was ab- 
surd, of course, because the whigs, who 
elected Harrison and Tyler, had made 
no declaration on the bank in question 
in the campaign of 1S40, or on any other 
issue. The quarrel between president 
and cabinet put the country against 
their party in ihe congressional elec- 
tions of 1842. and helped to defeat them 
in the presidential election of 1844. 


"Stick," was the laconic message of 


Charles Sumner to Edwin M. Stanton, 
secretary of war, during the contest be- 
tween Stanton and President Johnson. 
Stanton "stuck," and the wrangle be- 
tween them was one of the causes of 
the impeachment proceedings against 
Johnson. 
The Blaine-Conklin feud, 


when Elaine, in 1881, was secretary of 
state in the cabinet of President Gar- 
field, split the republican party in the 
state of New York, weakened it in 
every stale, and was the cause of its 
defeat in the congressional election of 
18S2 and the presidential election of 
3S84. 
The abrupt resignation of Mr. 


Elaine from Harrison's cabinet in 1892, 
on the eve of the republican national 
convention's meeting at Minneapolis, 
was 
generally 
attributed to Mrs. 


Plaine's influence over her husband, 
who was then a very sick man. It was 
the most sensational episode of Har- 
rison's administration, and did no one 
any good. The troubles of Secretary 
Alger have been only zephyrs com- 
paied with the cyclones in which some 
preceding cabinet officers figured.— 
Leslie's Weekly. 


Melliodaof TeacIUn 


If we consider the matter frankly, we 


shall find that the study of our litera- 
ture is in a. state quite as unsatisfac- 
tory as that of our language, says 
Mark H. Liddell in the July' Atlantic. 
For our notion® of English literature 
are conditioned at every furn by that 
mixture of opinion and prejudice- which 
we call "taste." English criticism has 
continued to reflect It with varying 
moods ol petulance and arrogance 


from Shakespeare's day to ours. The 
formal teaching of English literature, 
which is of comparatively recent date, 
has tUcen its cue from criticism. When 
the Independent teacher has attempted 
to escape the critic's tyranny, it has 
been by flight into the bypaths of his- 
tory and philology rather by open re- 
voit. At its best, therefore, our teach- 
ing of Hterature is imperfect, resting 
now on the study of biography, now on 
tho stmiy of history; now on the study 
of sources, now on the study of foreign 
influences, now on the study of style, 
now on the study of a metaphysical 
aesthetic turned wordward,—always on 
some partial aspect of the subject. At 
its worst, it is unworthy the name of 
teaching, being merely a generous dole 
of opinions gathered 
from 
various 


books of critical essays, and 
salted 


with the teacher's own prejudices, or 
larded with that transcendental vapor- 
ing to which students have not unaptly 
given the name of "drool." Our teach- 
ing is thus entirely inadequate. A clear 
idea of the part literature has been 
playing in the lives of the English- 
thinking people is not to be found in it. 
There is equally little in the way of a 
concrete statement of what literature 
is. Some of the most fundamental dis- 
tinctions, such as that of the difference 
between poetry and prose, are left un- 
explained. Tho student who has en- 
joyed the benefit of such training is not 
much better off than he who has had 
to get his understanding of literature 
by dint and stress of journalism. In- 
deed, the self-made scholar in litera- 
ture is really the better, for he will 
read more of literature Itself and his 
thinking upon it will be more original. 
The system has already been much 
criticised on the ground that it is not 
teaching, but mere talk. It holds its 
own only because it is thought to be a 
means of culture, culture being here 
synonymous with literary emotion. But 
it is no more a means of real culture 
than running through Europe with a 
Baedeker is. 


The Impression Daniel Webster Made 


Upon His Contemporaries. 


In one respect Daniel Webster is the 


most striking figure in our history, 
and 
one of the 
few most strik- 


ing 
figures 
in 
all • history. That 


is, in, the impression he made on 
everybody—that, great as were his 
achievements, he was himself greater 
than his greatest achievement. Frank- 
lin, Webster, and Emerson are the 
three great New Englanders. Each of 
them was a great public teacher. If 
Webster did not lack, at least he did 
not manifest, 'Franklin's wonderful 
common-sense, as applied.to common 
things and common life." He had not 
Emerson's profound spiritual discern- 
ment or wonderful poetic instinct. But 
his intellect seems like a vast quarry. 
When you have excavated 
the great 


rocks at the surface, you know there Is 
an inexhaustible supply left. When he 
died, the people felt as if the corner- 
stone of the capitol had removed; as 
if the elephant had died that bore the 
universe on his back. Emerson's por- 
traiture of Webster at Bunker Hill is 
made up 'of a few strokes. But it re- 
veals the whole secret. Great as were 
the things that Webster said, profound 
as was his reasoning, lofty as are the 
flights of his imagination, stirring as 
are his appeals to the profoundest 
passions of his countrymen, there is a 
constant feling that Jove is behind 
these thunderbolts. That is the con- 
trast between him and so many other 
orators. Even in Choate and Phillips 
you are admiring the phrase and the 
elocution, and not the men. In Web- 
ster you are thinking of the man, and 
not the phrases. The best, things that 
he said do not seem to his listener to be 
superior, and rarely seem to his 
listener to be equal, to the man who 
said them. There is plenty of reserve 
power behind— 
. . . Half his strength he put not 


forth, but checked 


His thunder in mid-volley.

ATWOOD JOT GUILTY 


Discharged by the Superior 


Court Jury on Charge 


of Incest 


EUGENE RICE TRIAL NOW ON 


Work of the Local Police Progressing 


Rapidly A Number of Sentences 


Announced in Court Yester- 


day Afternoon 


Yesterday in addition to the pleas of 


guilty entered by Charles Evans, Wal- 
ter Moon, Alfred Shays 
and 
Henry 


Burrill of this city, as reported yester- 
day, Arthur Gonyea and Joseph Burns 
of Adams pleaded guilty, retracting 
their former pleas, of disturbing the 
peace in Cheshire and assault on Willis 
Northup. They will be tried, however, 
for assault on Arthur Blush. Edwin 
Smith and William Bradley of Stock- 
bridge, pleaded guilty of breaking and 
entering and larceny. 


The first case tried was that of Au- 


gust Jean, indicted for the larceny of 
a razor strap, etc., from the home of 
Closes A. Khoades in Williamstown last 
June. Thf defendant bad no counsel 
and assumed a sullen attitude, pretend- 
ing not to be able to talk English. The 
jury found him guilty. 


The first part of the afternoon ses- 


sion was taken up with tho trial of 
George W. Ogden of Pittsfield, charg- 
ed with an unnatural and lascivious 
crime. This was one of the most re- 
volting cases ever tried in the Berk- 
shire courts. Three young men from 
Pittsfield testified against the defend- 
ant, who had no counsel, and nothing 
to say. Justice Stevens characterized 
him as a "moral leper." He was sen- 
tenced to two years and six months at 
hard labor in the house of correction 
at Pittsfield. 


District Attorney Gardner moved for 


sentence in the following instances: 
Frederick Burr, 19 years old, who 
pleaded guilty to thp larceny of a team 
from Sullivan & Campbell of Pittsfield, 
was sentenced to two years in the 
house of correction: Edwin S. Smith, 
for breaking and entering and larceny 
in West Stockbridge. two years; and 
William H. Bradley, for same offense, 
one year and six months. 


The court will adjourn for tomorrow 


afternoon, in honor of Chief Justice W. 
A. Field, of the supreme court, whose 
funeral takes place at that time in Bos- 
ton. 


The superior court was occupied a 


large part of yesterday afternoon and 
this morning with the trial of Orlin A. 
Atwood of this city for alleged incest 
upon bis 12 years old daughter. 
The 


trial introduced a great deal of con- 
tradictory testimony, Mr. Atwood flatly 
denying the story of his 
daughter, 


bringing testimony to prove that he 
was not with her at the time of the al- 
leged crime. The jury this morning' re- 
turned a verdict of not 'guilty. 
The 


case seems to be one in which an at- 
tempt had been made to injure the 
father. 


This afternoon the case of Eugene 


Rice of this city for alleged assault 
with intent to rape was begun. 


The local police are having fortune 


in getting their cases disposed of quick- 
ly, and it is hoped that all the local 
ca.se? will be out of the way this eve- 
ning or some time tomorrow;.

FIGHTING EDITOR OF KANSAS 


Career of Susan B. Anthony's Famous 


Brother. 


Many local people remember Colonel 


Daniel R. Anthony, brother of Susan 
B. Anthony, from his recent visit to 
Adams. 
Colonel Anthony, who is 


known as the "fighting editor of Kan- 
sas,' was born in Adarns August Ii2, 
1824. Since going to Kansas he has held 
many offices, and has led a stormy life 
closely connected with the development 
of the border. Another recent assault 
on his life has caused a good do;il 
to be written of his career and the fol- 
lowing extracts aro from an article' in 
the Chicago Times-Herald: 


"The assault on Colonel D. R. An- 


thony recently by Ex-Sheriff W. H. 
Bond is one of many that have been 
committed on the person, of the vet- 
eran and most aggressive of all Kan- 
sas journalists. Bond came very near 
meeting his death, and it is only due 
to a fortunate incident that he is now 
alive. 


Colonel Anthony had a safety ham- 


merless revolver in his cr-at pocket, 
and when Bond struck him, without 
warning, he reached for the- revolver 
instantly. Bond and a friend seized 
Colonpl Anthony's arms and ivied to 
hold him, but he managed to get the 
revolver 
out and had the 
muzzle 


pressed against Bond's breast, and was 
only prevented from shooting by the 
fact that Bond's friend, in the strug- 
gle, slipped his finger more by acci- 
dent than design, in the guard back of 
the trigger. The kicking of 
Colonel 


Anthony in the face took place while 
he was down and two men we're assist- 
ing Bond in holding him. 


The spirit of the old pioneer was not 


broken by this unexpected assault, and 
he seemed to be possessed of the cour- 
age and fire of youth when a corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Times-Herald 
called on him a few moments after the 
trouble. He paid not the slightest at- 
tention to his injuries, severe enough 
to send many a younger man home and 
to his bed. He bade his enemies, old 
and young, defience, and said that all 
he asked was half a show: that fair 
play he never received and did not ex- 
pect. He issued a general challenge for 
the younger of the "bullies" to meet 
him, 
and said that all he wanted to 


know was the time and place, and 
there would be no complaint about re- 
sults on his part. 


About this time he received news that 


his son, D. R. Anthony, Jr., had had a 
meeting with Bond and had taken ag- 
gressive steps to a.vengp the insult and 
assault on his father. This was one of 
the proudest moments of the old war- 
rior's life, and after mentioning the 
manly qualities of hip son he announced 
his intention of transferring one of his 
large and valuable farms to him at 
once. 


Col. Anthony is now 76 years old, and 


an interesting book could be written 
about his career. No person, living or 
dead, has been more prominently asso- 
ciated with the development and history 
of Ka.nsas. It has been said of him that 
he is one of the connecting links be- 
tween the early border ruffian struggles 
and the conservative politics of the late 
day. 


Col. Anthony has been an editor, sol- 


dier and politician. His political career 
can be summed as follows: He -was 
nominated for the council three times 
and elected twice: nominated for the 
Kansas legislature twice, elected once; 
nominated for mayor of eLavonwnrth 
seven times and elected three times: 
appointed postmaster of Leavenworth 
five times in all and held the position 
about 16 years: came within a few votes 
of receiving a nomination for governor; 
was a. favorite in a canvass for a nomi- 
nation for congress and was defeated 
by a mob breaking up the convention. 


Col. Anthony is best known as a 


journalist, and in this line he amassed 
a, fortune estimated at'something over 
$300,000, won renown as a fighter and 
made a number of personal enemies. 


His enemies claim that he maligns 


and misrepresnts them, but in all the 
many libel and damage suits against 
him he has never been made to pay a 
cent. 
Col. Anthony 
generally con- 


ducted his side of a damage suit in 
person, and few lawyers were able to 
match him. on legal points. 
In olden 


times he rather courted libel suits, and 
his enemies have long- since abandoned, 
this way of fighting him, ha.ving arrived 
at the conclusion that it only furnished 
him amusement. 


Colonel Anthony has had, beyond 


question more fights than any other 
living editor, and his body shows scars 
and wounds of his many encounters. 
The opposition of Colonel Anthony's 
enemies has been bitter and relent- 
less and of the most violent 
kind. 


They have resorted to assaults single- 
handed and in mobs, horsewhippings, 
beating with clubs 
and 
shootings. 


He did not escape unscathed, but gen- 
erally at the end of the battle the other 
fellows put the crape on their hats. 


As a friend Colonel Anthony is firm, 


active and devoted, and as an enemy, 
onei might better choose some othor 
man.

Washington, July 18.—The publication 


of the war correspondents' formal in- 
dictment of General Otis' management 
of the Philippine campaign caused a 
sensation in tho departments here. Sec- 
retary Hay had received advices as 
late as yesterday from civil as well as 
military sources 
in the 
Philippines 


which led him to declare that the sit- 
uation there was certainly improving 
materially, and that the prospects for 
the future had brightened very much. 
AVith the?;* advices, tho secret-try said, 
General Otis had nothing to Oo, and 
they 'were from disinterested persons, 
whose opinions must carry weight. 


Generally there was a strong disin- 


clination exhibited by the officials to 
discuss this last "round lobin." Gen- 
eral Allies, who was acting as secretary 
of war in the absence of Secretary Alger 
and Assistant Secretary Meiklo;ohn, 
would not comment upon the dispatch, 
and Adjutant General Corbin took the 
same attitude. 
The dispatch was dated 


Manila, July 11, via Hong Kong, July 17, 
and reads as follows: 


The 
constantly 
increasing strict- 


ness of the censorship of press dis- 
patches from Manila, which has pre- 
vented the cabling- to the United States 
of anything that did not reflect official 
views of important events arid condi- 
tions, resulted in a united effort on the 
part of correspondents here to secure 
an abatement of the rigor of the censor- 
ship. 


The initiative in this direction was 


takan a month ago. and resulted in the 
framing of a statement which was pre- 
sented on Sunday, July 9, to Major Gen- 
eral EUveH S. Otis, commanding the 
military forces of the United States tn 
the Philippine islands, with a request 
for permission to telegraph it to the 
United States. The correspondents also 
asked that they be allowed to cable to 
their respective papers all acts, and tho 
different phases of events as they trans- 
pired here. 


The correspondents had two long in- 


terviews with General Otis, in the course 
of which they complained that the evi- 
dent purpose of the censorship was not 
to keep information from the enemy, 
but to keep from the public a knowledge 
of the real condition of affairs hare. 
It was also asserted by the correspond- 
ents that newspapers printed in Ma- 
nila, which reached the enemy quickly, 
are permitted to publish statements 
similar to those which correspondents 
are forbidden to cable. 
It was mado 


clear to General Otis that the objection 
was to the system and not to the censor. 
General Otis finally promised greater 
liberality, agreeing to pass all matter 
that he might consider not detrimental 
to the interests of the'Unitsd States. 
General Otis appointed Captain Green 
of his staff as censor. 


The statement of the correspondents 


is a.", follows: 


"The undersigned, being all staff cor- 


respondents of American newspapets, 
stationed in Manila, unite in the fol- 
lowing statement: 


"We believe that, owing to official 


'dispatches from Manila, made public 
in Washington, the people of the United 
States have not received a correct im- 
pression of tho situation in the Philip- 
pines, but that these dispatcties have 
presented an ultra-optimistic view that 
Is not shared by the general officers in 
the field. 


"We believe the dispatches incorrectly 


represent the existing conditions among 
the Filipinos in respect to internal dis- 
sentions and demoralization, resulting 
from the American campaign, and to 
thp bggand chaiacter of their army. 


"We bqjieve the dispatches err in the 


declaration that 'The situation is well 
in hand,' and in the assumption that the 
insurgents can be speedily ended with- 
out a greatly increased force. 


"We think that the tenacity of Wie 


Filipino purposes has been underesti- 
mated, and that the statements are not 


talking about it. up there they say thai 
Ar.son and Loftus will be at the head of 
the new Chicago club. In Chicago, too, 
they say that the new league has com- 
pleted its oigauization in the east and 
has four of the best cities in that sei tion 
already pledged to It."

Hough's room, and found him lying in 
a pool of blood on the bed with a razor 
in his hand. 
He was unconscious, with 


a deep, five-inch cut across the side of 
his face. 
Investigation resulted in the 


finding of a ladder against the window, 
and a trail of blood leading to the cellar, 
where Hough's bicycle was found, also 
smeared with blood. 
Although it was 


not known that there was any ill feel- 
ing between Chadwick and Hough, the 
latter's condition \^as immediately con- 
nected with the former, and an Investi- 
gation started.

Rains Were Beneficial and Vegslalion Is Now 


In a Promising Condition. 


Boston, July IS.—The New Erjs'r.n.rl 


section, climate and crop service of the 
weather bureau, issues the 
follow irg 


bulletin for the week endir.s July 17: 


The weather conditions of the \\eck 


have been favorable to the crop interests 
In about all sections of the district. With 
generally fair \\eather, farm work of all 
kinds has made good progress. 
The 


abundant sunshine, together with sea- 
sonable temperatures and well dis- 
tributed showers, have caused 
i apid 


growth av.d development of all crops. 


While the weekly moan temperature 


averages several degrees lower than for 
the preceding seven clays, it has b?en 
quite uniform and near the normal. Tha 
average for the district as indicated by 
the figures at the several weather bureau 
stations is 68. The highest \\ eekly mean. 
74, was at Boston, and the lowest, 62, at 
Eastport. 


The rainfall for the week consisted of 


light to moderate showers. Showers 
were general on the 12th and 16th, and 
fell in some parts of the district each day. 
Rain is still needed, as streams and 
springs are low. 


With few exceptions, correspondents 


report thaf the crops have made rapid 
growth during the week and are now in 
a very promising condition. The show- 
ers have been especially beneficial to 
corn and potatoes and to high pasture 
and meadow lands. In eastern and 
northern counties of Maine rain was in 
excess of present needs, and of such fre- 
<iu«nt occurrence as to delay farm opera- 
tions. In a few instances the sho-wers 
were attended by high winds, which 
damaged grain and grass, but with fav- 
orable conditions the crops will right 
themselves. 
Local 
storms 
of 
very 


limited area also occurred in parts of 
Vermont and western Massachusetts. 
These were generally without hail and 
the damage, where any, r.ot serious or 
lasting. Rain is now needed in tfe« great- 
er part ot southern New England, par- 
ticularly eastern Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. Unless it comes soon 
pastures wilr be short and fall feed de- 
ficient. Fair weather for a week to 10 
flays is much desired for northern New 
England In order that the remaining | 
portion of the hay crop may be secured.

TTashlngton, July 18.—The publication 


of the war correspondents' formal In- 
dictment of General Otis' management 
of the Philippine campaign caused a 
sensation in the departments here. Sec- 
retary Hay had received advices as 
late as yosterdny from civil as well as 
military sources 
in the 
Philippines 


which led him to declare that the sit- 
uation there was certainly improving 
materially, and that the prospects for 
the future had brightened very much. 
With thesi> advices, tho secretary said. 
General Otis had nothing to ao. and 
they were from disinterested persons, 
whose opinions must carry weight. 


Generally there was a strong disin- 


clination exhibited by the officials to 
discuss this last "round robin." 
Gen- 


eral Miles, who was acting as secretary 
of war in the absence of Secretary Alger 
and Assistant Secretary Meiklo.'ohn. 
would not comment uppn the dispatch, 
and Adjutant General Cofbin took tho 
same attitude. 
The dispatch was dated 


Manila, July 11, via Hong Kong, July 17, 
and reads as follows: 


The 
constantly incr?asing strict- 


ness of the censorship of press dis- 
patches from Manila, which has pre- 
vented the cabling to the United States 
of anything that did not reflect official 
views of important events arid condi- 
tions, resulted in a united effort on the 
part of correspondents here to secure 
an abatement of the rigor of the censor- 
ship. 


The Initiative In this direction was 


takan a month aso, and resulted in the 
framing of a statement which was pre- 
sented on Sunday, July 9, to Major Gen- 
eral KlweH S. Otis, commanding the 
military forces of the United States in 
the Philippine islands, with a request 
for permission to telegraph it to the 
TJnited States. The correspondents also 
asked that they be allowed to cab'.c to 
their respective papers all acts, and tho 
different phases of events as they trans- 
pired here. 


The correspondents had two long in- 


terviews with General Otis, in the course 
of \\hich they complained that the evi- 
dent purpose of the censorship was not 
to keep information from the enemy, 
but to keep from the public a knowledge 
of the real condition of affairs here*. 
It was also asserted by the correspond- 
ents that newspapers printed in Ma- 
nila, which reached the enemy quickly, 
are permitted to publish statements 
similar to those which correspondents 
are for-bidden to cable. 
It was matlo 


clear to General Otis thfct the objection 
was to the system and not to the censor. 
General Otis finally promised greater 
liberality, agreeing to pass all matter 
that he might consider not detrimental 
to the interests of the Unjtsd States. 
General Otis appointed Captain Green 
of his staff as censor. 


The statement of the correspondents 


is a^ follows: 


"The undersigned, being all staff cor- 


respondents ot American newspapers, 
stationed in Manila, unite in the fol- 
lowing statement: 


"We believe that, owing to official 


'dispatches from Manila, made public 
in Washington, the people of the United 
States have not received a correct im- 
pression of the situation in the Philip- 
pines, but that these dispatcties have 


j presented an ultra-optimistic view that 


is not shared by the general officers In 
the field. 


"We believe the dispatches incorrectly 


represent the existing conditions among 
the Filipinos in respect to internal dis- 
sentions and demoralization, resulting 
from the American campaign, and to 
the bggand character of their army. 


"We bigieve the dispatches err in the 


declaration that 'The situation is well 
in hand,' and in the assumption that the 
insurgents can be speedily ended with- 
out a greatly increased force. 


"We think that the tenacity of the 


Filipino purposft has been underesti- 
mated, and that the statements are not 
well founded that volunteers are willing 
to engage in further service. The cen- 
sorship has compelled us to participate 
in this misrepresentation by exciting 
or altering uncontroverted statement 
of far-is on the plea, as General Otis 
stated, that 'They would alarm the peo- 
ple at home, or have the people of the 
United States by the ears.'

Smith, a daughter, as did alfo Chad- 
wick, who was reported to be engaged 
lo her. 
Chadwick went to Chester and 


spent Sunday, leaving for homo on hi3 
bicycle shortly after 10 o'clock in the 
evening. 


Early Monday morning the 
Smith 


family heard 
cries 
for 
help from 


Hough's room, and found him lying in 
a pool of blood on the bed with a razor 
in his hand. 
He was unconscious, with 


a c-oep, five-inch cut across the side of 
his face. 
Investigation resulted in the 


finding of a ladder against the window, 
and a trail of blood leading to the cellar, 
where Hough's bicycle was found, also 
smeared witti blood. 
Although it was 


not known that there was any ill feel- 
ing between Chadwick and Hough, the 
latter's condition was immediately con- 
nected with the former, and an invest!-' 
gation started. 


In Tylerville, 
near Clark's creek, 


searching parties discovered evidences 
of a struggle, and a. large quantity of 
blood/ 
A razor and a knife, together 


with Cha-chvick's watch and cuffs, were 
found beside the roacl, and there were 
indicalions that a body had 
been 


dragged through a potato patch to the 
river. 
Near the river bank was found 


a rowboat with a broken oar, on which 
were traces of blood and hair. 
Ar- 


rangements were made immediately to 
drag the river in that locality for Chad- 
wick's body and bicycle, but no trace of 
either has been discovered. 


Hough remained unconscious the 


greater part of the day, but at times he 
was lucid and was able to talk. Dur- 
ing one of these pT'fMjs he made affi- 
davit to Coroner Davis to the effect that 
he killed Chadwick and had disposed of 
the body by throwing it into the river. 
The story told was in substance as fol- 
lows: 


Leaving the house before- Chadwick, 


by means of a ladder previously placed 
against his window, he rode to Clark's 
creek in Tylerville, where, at the top 
or a hill, up which he knew the younger 
man would have to walk, he waited. 
His purpose, he said, was to scare

Rains Were Bentficia! and Vegslation Is Now 


In a Promising Condition. 


Boston, July IS.—The New Ens'nnJ 


section, climate and crop service of the 
weather bureau, issues the 
followirg 


bulletin for the week ending July 17: 


The weather conditions of the •ueek 


have been favorable to the crop interes's | 
In about all sections of the district. With i 
generally fair neather, farm work of all j 
kinds has made good progress. 
The 


abundant sunshine, together with sea- 
sonable temperatures and well dis- 
tributed showers, have caused rapid 
growth av.d development of all crops. 


While the weekly mean temperature 


averages several degrees lower than for 
the preceding seven clays, it has been 
quite uniform and near the normal. Tha 
average for the district as indicated, by 
the figures at the several weather bureau 
stations is 68. The highest weekly mean, 
74, was at Boston, and the lowest, 6:!, at 
Eastport. 


The rainfall for the week consisted ot 


light to moderate showers. Showers 
were general on the 12th and 16th, and 
fell in some parts of the district each day. 
Rain is still needed, as streams and 
springs are low. 


With few exceptions, correspondents 


report that" the crops have made rapid 
growth during the week and are now in 
a very promising condition. The show- 
ers have been especially beneficial to 
corn and potatoes and to high pasture 
and meadow lands. In eastern and 
northern counties of Maine rain was in 
excess of present needs, and of such fre- 
inent occurrence as to delay farm opera- 
tions. In a few instances the showers 
were attended by high winds, which 
damaged grain and grass, but with fav- 
orable conditions the crops will right 
themselves. 
Loral 
storms 
of very 


limited area also occurred in parts of 
Vermont and western Massachusetts. 
These were generally without hail and 
the damage, where any, not serious or 
lasting. Rain is now needed in tfee great- 
er part of southern New England, par- 
ticularly eastern Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. Unless It comes soon 
pastures wilr be short and fall feed de- 
ficient. Fair weather for a veek to 10 
flays is much desired for northern New j 
Encland In order that the remaining j 
portion of the hay crop may be secured. I 


Haying progressed rapidly during the 


week and great quantities were har- 
vested. The crop Is practically saved in 
the southern half ot the district, while 
for the northern sections fully half Is un- 
cut. With fair weather another week 
will find the crop generally secured.
